Mr. Smith has been an 
active track man, is at present man- 
ager of the Cherry Tree , has been 
a class officer and has held many 
positions of trust in various organi- 
zation's.

A t a meeting of the student mem- 
bens of the Executive Commit- 
tee, held last Tuesday, the following 
Constitution was drawn up. It will 
be submitted to a general meeting 
of the Athletic Association to be 
held in the Chapel of the G street 
building on Wednesday, December 
18: 

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
GEORGE WASHINGTON UNI- 
VERSITY ATHLETIC *; 
-ASSOCIATION. 

Article L 
Name and Object. 

Section i. This Association shall be 
called the Athletic Association of the 
George Washington University. 

Sec. 2. Its purpose shall be to exer- 
cise supervision and control over all par- 
ticipation in athletics by the students of 
the University as such. 

Article II. 

Membership. 

Section i. All students or alumni of 
the University and all members of the 
Faculty or Board of Trustees of the 
University are eligible to membership in 
the Association. 

Sec. 2. All eligible may become mem- 
bers by the payment to the Treasurer of 
the Association of the Annual dues. 

Sec. 3. TT*tt Atmo*! <nte« shall be 
$2.00. 

Sec. 4. All members have the right to 
vote at the election of the general officers 
of the Association and at the election of 
the Assistant Managers of all teams. 

Sec. 5. All members are entitled to 
purchase season tickets for each of the 
several teams at prices less than those 
charged the general public. 

Article III. , 
Officers. y , r 

Section 1. The officers of this Asso- 
ciation shall be a President, Vtee-presi- 
dent. Secretary, Treasurer, three Faculty 
Members of the Executive Committee, 
two student Members and not to exceed 
six alumni members of said Executive 
Committee, k 

Sec. 2. The President shall be the ex- 
ecutive head of the Association and shall 
preside at all meetings. He shall be 
Chairman pro tempore of the Executive 
Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Vice-president shall as- 
sume the duties of the President in his 
absence. _ ^ ' ", , 

Sec. 4. The Secretary shall keep min- 
utes of all meetings of the Association 
and of the Executive Committee aid 
conduct the correspondence of the gener-’ 
al Association. 4 
Sec. 5. The Treasurer shall have -cus- 
tody qf all funds of the Association and 
shall make all payments. ' 

Sec. 6. To be eligible to election as 
one of the four major officers of the 
Association a student must be in good 
scholastic standing, must have been a 
member of the Association for at least 
one year and be a member of either a 
third or fourth year class. 

Sec. 7. To be eligible to election as a 
member of the Executive Committee a 
student must be a member of the Asso- 
ciation and in good scholastic standing. 

Article IV. 

Executive Committee. 

Section i. The Executive Committee 
shall consist of the three members of the 
Faculty Committee on Student Activi- 
ties, of the four officers and two elected 
student members of the Association and 
of not to exceed six alumni of the Uni- 
versity. 

Sec 2. The chairman of the Faculty 
Committee on Student Activities shall be 
ex officio chairman of the Executive 
Committee, and the President of the As- 
sociation is Chairman pro tempore of the 
Executive Committee. 

Sue. 3. The regular meetings of the 
Committee shall be on the third Tues- 
day of each month. Special meetings 
ray be called by the Chairman or by the 
Chairman pro temforc on request of two 
other members. A quorum shall consist 
at four members. At Iqast three days 
notice to each member shall be given for 
a special meeting. If no Faculty mem- 


ber be present at a meeting, the action 
of the meeting must be submitted to the 
Chairman before becoming valid. 

Sec. 4. Should any action taken by 
the Committee be inimical to the best 
interests of the University, and the As- 
sociation in the opinion of the Faculty 
members, they may through the Chair- 
man interpose their veto, from which 
appeal may only be taken to the Presi- 
dent of the University. 

Sec. 5. The following powers arc 
hereby specifically vested in the Execu- 
tive Committee together with power of 
action in any event not otherwise speci- 
fically provided for. 

a. It has control over all students 
participating in qny athletic games or 
events as students of the University. 

b. It must have submitted to it for 
approval the schedules of all teams. 

It has control of all monies de- 
rived from athletics or donated to ath- 
letics. 

d. It has control of all property 
owned by the athletic interests. 

e. It has control of all grounds or 
buildings which may be owned or 
leased for the benefit of the athletic 
interests. 

f. It has power tq elect managers 
of all teams. 

• g. It shall designate the time and 
method of electing Assistant Managers 
for all teams. 

h. It shall award all athletic insig- 
nia. 

i. It shall pass on the eligibility of 

all men, with the exception that satis- 
factory scholastic standing shall be de- 
termined by the Faculty members 
alone. ,» 

k. It shall designate the price to 1 >e 
paid by members of the Association 
and the general public for season and 
game tickets for the various teams. 

/. Jt shall approve all elections of 
captaink of teams. 

Sec. 6. Appeal from a decision of the 
Executive Committee to the Athletic 
Council may be taken by a petition 
signed by twenty members of the Asso- 
ciation and final appeal to the Athletic 
Association in general meeting by a 
petition signed by forty members. 

Article V. 

Athletic Council. 

Section i. The Athletic Council shall 
consist of the Executive Committee ex 
officio, one member elected by and from 
the members of the Association in each 
of the several departments of the Uni- 
versity; College, Engineering, Medical, 
Dental, Law, Veterinary and Pharinacy, 
and of the Managers and Captairis of 
the Baseball, Football, Track, Basketball 
and Rifle teams. ^ 

Scd 2. s The officers of the Athletic 
Council shall be those pf the Executive 
Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Athletic Council shall 

a. Supervise all elections for offi- 
cers of the Association and for Assist- 
ant Managers. . * ' 

b. Have supervision over all stu- 
dent meetings in the s interest of ath- 
letics. 

c. Shall have charge of the sale of 
tickets and of the arousing of interest 
in the. several departments. ’ 

~ Article VI. 

General. 

Section i. Meetings of the Associa- 
tion shall be held on the last Tuesdays 
in October, and the second Tuesdays in 
January and April. 

Sec. 2. All elections shall be by bal- 
lot, ballot boxe» to remain open in the 
several departments not less than forty- 
eight hours. 

Src. 3. The annual election of officers 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in 
November, the ballot boxes closing at 
I noon of that day. 

1 Sec. 4. All nominations shall be by 
petition signed by ten members of the 
Association and the nominations shall 
dose not less than forty-eight hours 
previous to the beginning of the ballot- 
ing. 

Article VII. 

Captains and Managers. 

Section i. Captains of teams must 
have won thejr W or equivalent insignia 
m the sport during the season imme- 
diately preceding the election. The in- 
signia will be awarded by the Executive 
Committee at its next regular meeting 
following the close of the season of any

ENGINEERING SOCIETY 

A r the last meeting of the Engi- 
“ nee ring Society it was' decided to 
hold the annual banquet s6me time 
in the early spring 1 between the 
close of the midyear’s examinations 
and the beginning' bf Uerrt. 

Prof. Mechlin was the lecturer of 
the'evening and agreeably surprised 
his audience by the unusual topic of 
his lecture — The; History of Early 
Egyptian and Roman Engineering. 
The lecturer described the building 
of the pyramids and offered sugges- 
tions as to the probable methods 
used in their construction, and in- 
vited attention to the fact that each 
of the face stones of the great pyr- 
amid w^re 'over twice as heavy a$ 
the monoliths of the Scottish Rite 
Cathedral, and were carried hund- 
reds of miles, and were raised as 
much as four hundred feet into 
place, all without the aid of what 
we now call “machines.” The Ro- 
man aqueducts were also des- 
cribed in Some detail, as well as 
some f$at$ of Roman engineering 
in Algiers. Prof. Mechlin rather 
made us ashamed, 'of our vaunted 
progress when he told us that the 
best level the Romany had in those 
days was a rod with tegs at right 
angles and the rod was “leveled” by 
making the legs parallel to a plumb 
line, and yet they were able to bore 
tunnels through the mountains in 
two sections and have the bores 
meet. While none of us expect to 
follow instructions about watching 
the dew rise, some of us after the 
lecture did go “up-stream.” 

Bjomstadt learned both of the 
sections of the Statute of Frauds 
by heart. 

The visit to the Bureau of Stan- 
dards has always been one of th* 
most instructive trips taken by the 
Engineering Society, and will be all 
the more appreciated this year, hav- 
ing been omitted in 19x1. The So- 
ciety will make the pilgrimage next 
Saturday, December 7, the trip to 
include a visit to each of the build-

Aero Club Discusses Berliner’s 
Invention 

At a recent meeting of the Aeto 
“ Club the following was deliv- 
ered bv the president of the society : 
The Gym motor of American 
origin, manufactured in Wash- 
ington, D. C.» by Emil Berliner, 


represents today the farthest ad- 
vance in power mechanism for 
aeronautical service. And as the 
first lightweight revolving cyl- 
inder motor used by aviators sig- 
naled a marked advance in aero 
power, so will the future develop- 
ment of the flying art be stimulated 
and benefited by the advent of the 
Gyro motor. 

Mr. Berliner’s invention thus 
places Washington in an enviable 
position in the aeronautical circles 
of the country, and brings America 
in active competition with France, 
which up to this time has led the 
world in the solving of aeronautical, 
motor engineering problems. 

The Gyro motor consists of two 
parts — a rigid non-rotating part and 
a revolving part. In the custom- 
ary tyf>e of gasoline motor the re- 
volving part is the crankshaft and 
flywheel, the cylinders, crankcase. 
etCi, being fixed. In the Gyro this 
is reversed, the only fixed and sta- 
tionary parts being the crankshaft 
with its necessary mountings and 
supports. 

A salient feature of revolving 
cylinder motors is that, with the ex- 
ception of a slight deviation due to 
the difference in the angular posi- 
tion of the piston rods, neither cyl- 
inders nor pistons have any recipro- 
cating motion but simply revolve 
each around a separate center. The 
motions of both are continuous as 
in a turbine. This insures perfect 
freedom from vibration with result- 
ing long life of its parts and per- 
fect steadiness of running and con- 
tinuity of power. 

It is this feature of the parts re- 
volving about two different centers 
that brings the pistons first near the 
head end of the cylinders and then 
to the opposite end as the two parte 
revolve about their respective cen- 
ters. This gives the same piston 
displacement as would a reciproca- 
tory motion but it is accompanied 
without shock or jar or any re- 
versal of motion in . the moving 
parts.
